Providing he had a satisfactory home 
dwelling, good roads and footpaths, reason- 
able schooling and amenities, an increase of 
ten or twenty thousand in the population 
would not seem to affect him. 

True, in the smaller community trans- ” 
port and shopping facilities may not be all 
that could be desired, but the householder 
learns to adopt himself to these in the face 
of a slow but sure improvement. : 

A normal increase of say 500 new homes 
per year would be a desirable rate of growth, 
and necessary to meet rising incidencé of

This has been achieved in recent years, 
but most recently, through lack of available 
land, there has been a substantial drop in 
home building. ° 


An increase in industrial building is 
necessary in this context for two reasons— 
1. To add to the net annual valuation of the 

shire (and consequent revenue); 
2. To provide increased employment within 
the shire for citizens and their children. 

Two great needs of Altona which call 
for the co-operation of council and private 
enterprise are— 

The continuous provision at a’ reason- 
able price of suitable land sufficient to main- 
tain a steady rate of home building; and 

The attraction to Altona of more indus- 
tries, particularly those with labour em- 
ployment potential.

Mrs. Nespor married her hus- 
band, Joe Nespor, soon after 
her arrival and they moved to 
Altona in June, 1961. The couple 
have a son and daughter, Stephen 
and Karen. 

Mr. Nespor was naturalised in 
1955.

Question in House 


One problem which Mr. Merv 
Lee, MHR, considers has an 
effect on a surprising number of 
families in the electorate of 
Lalor is that of retarded child- 
ren. He believes the majority 
of the community does not ap- 
preciate what a problem this 
can be within a family. 


Accordingly, Mr. Lee asked 
the Acting Minister of Health 
the following at question time 
in Parliament on May 4: 


“Has the Minister access to, 
sources of information which 
would enable him to appraise the 
needs of parents of mentally re- 
tarded children? Could he throw 
some light on the reason why 
large numbers of handicapped 
children in Australia are await- 
ing entry into residential train- 
ing centres?” 


Briefly, the Minister replied 
that this was primarily a State 
problem. but the Commonwealth 
does provide financial assistance 
by medium of annual grants. A 
Mental Health Committee has re- 
cently been formed within the 
National Health Research Coun- 
cil.

Except in really cold weather 
indoor plants should have their 
leaves .cleansed at least once 
each two or three weeks, mak- 
ing sure you also clean under 
each leaf also, as this is where 
the insects seem to thrive. 

White oil used now and then 
will kill any thrip or scale which 
may be around and at the same 
time makes the leaves of your 
plant shine like new. 

During the hot summer months 
indoor plants should be placed 
so that the sun does not fully 
shine on them. After’ about 10 
a.m. they require plenty of light 
and must be kept out of draughts 
especially in the winter months. 
Also keep ‘them away from the 
close proximity of fires. 

The most worrying part of 
growing indoor plants appears to 
be how much water they need. 
This is an impossible question 
to answer fully. There is no 
hard and fast rule in reference 
to watering. 

Normally they should be 
watered twice a week in the 
warm and summer months and 
about once a week in the winter.

Sanseveria, commonly known .as 
the Snake Plant, which can carry 
on with half the amount of 
water that other plants need. 

Indoor ' plants need regular 
feeding more often in summer 
than winter, as you will notice 
all your plants have much more 
growth in warmer weather. 

There are many types of fer- 
tiliser. To’ choose one of the 
best would be Aquasol, a liquid 
fertiliser, applied regularly 
every six weeks in summer and 
break down to about every eight 
weeks through the winter. 

Any re-potting you want to do 
should also be left. until the 
warmer weather. 

Often you hear of plants that 
have grown too large for the 
room. This is easily rectified 
by either removing the tip of the 
plant, or you can even cut the 
plant back further if need be. 
This will tend to make the plant 
grow more bushy and would also 
be better carried out in_ the 
warmer weather—October/Nov- 
ember being the better time.
